TO IMPROVE FOURTH STREET FROM 
THE SOUTH LINE OF THE RIGHT 
OF WAY OF THE TOLEDw, WAL- 
HONDING VALLEY AND OHIO RAIL- 
ROAD WHERE THE: SAME CROSSES 
SAID STRWTT7TO A POINT JN SAID 
STREET 
OPPOSITE THE 
NORTH 
LINE OF LOT NO. 55, WHERE THE 
SAME EXTENDED WOULD INTER- 
SECT SAID'.iSTREET. 
Section 1. Be it ordained by the coun- 
cil of the incorporated city of Coshocton, 
OWo, that the improvement of Fourth 
street from the south line of the right of 
way of the Toledo, "Walhonding Valley 
and Ohio railroad where the same crosses 
said street to a point in said street op- 
posite the north line of lot No. 60, where 
the same extended would intersect said 
street, be proceeded with in accordance 
with a resolution to improve the same, 
adopted the 24th day of March. 1903, by 
constructing a sewer and necessary con- 
nection to cfcrb line' herein and from said 
south- line o£ the right of way of the To- 
ledo, Walhondingr Valley and Ohio rail- 
road, where the same crosses said street, 
to a point in said street onposite the 
north line of lot No. 5&, where the same 
extended would intersect .said street. 
Section 2. The cost and expenses of 
said improvement shall be assessed per 
front foot upon the lots and lands abut- 
ting upon said Fourth street from the 
south line of the right of way of the To- 
ledo.

The advance recently In the price of 


crude petroleum Is interpreted to mean 
that the 
Standard 
Oil company is 


anxious to set the drills going with 
more activity, that new fields may be 
discovered, If possible, and that there 
shall bo>an increased production In ter- 
ritory already developed. The Cleve- 
land Leader thus explains the anxiety 
of the Standard: 


The big oil trust is the most per- 


fect as well as the most famous of 
the industrial monopolies. It is a 
marvel of power and money-mak- 
ing. 
Its managers face just one 


grave danger, and that 
is 
the 


chance that the supply of crude 
petroleum may become altogether 
inadequate to the demands of the 
market for refined oil. The Stan- 
dard Oil company has such great 
Investments In refineries, trans- 
portation lines, and all other nend- 
•ed equipment that it must bo able 
to do business on an immense 
•scale to justify the operation of its 
plants at anything liko their ca- 


• pacity. It cannot keep up its divi- 


dends unless it maintains the vol- 
ume of its trade 
To attempt to 


make ti material shrinkage in the 
•sales of oil by art Advance hi the 
price would cut off sd much of the 
"foreign, market that the 
profits 


ot the big trust would necessari- 
ly be scaled down. 
This ^eems a correct view of the 


situation. 
The supply of oil in any 


given field is a fixed quantity. Oil 
Is not the product of chemical or oth- 
er torces still in action, adding to its 
volume In any given locality. 
The 


rock is simply a reservoir, filled In 
past ages, no one knows when or how 
When one reservoir is exhausted that 
ends it for all time. Now fields must 
be found or the oil trade must decline 
and eventually be extinguished by the 
exhaustion of the stored supply. 
It 


may be that there are new and produc- 
tive fields yet unknown, or it may be 
that we are approaching the end of 
the supply, so far as the United States 
Is concerned. 
If the latter then the 


greatest business monopoly of the age 
will pass into history.

An automobile of 100 horse power 


and an estimated maximum Speed of 
more thrm a hundred miles an hour is 
the wondorful machine that has boon 
built for Mr Harry S. Ilarkness of 
Mew York city f oai designs of his own 
for use in automobile races in Europe, 
sa> s tbe New York Herald. 


The machine, long and low, has the 


appearance of an 
1 inverted boat. 
The 


wheel base is 102 inches and the tread 
4 feet S inches, while the motor itself 
is almost 5 feet in length. There aru 
moip than the usual number of sepa- 
rated vertical cylinders, the exact nunV 
ber being a secret with the maker and 
designer. The frame is swung lower 
than the axles of the wheels, and the 
fly wheel of the engine escapes the 
ground by Just 0% inches.

the Bear Will Act Indepeadeatlr of 
Other Power*—France aa«l Ger- 
man? In Lea«ae With RnMla—Ja- 
»aa Will Have, but Will Sot Even 
Get Ett*la»d'« AM. 
With American promptness and a 


keen eye to serious loss of trade, the 
United States was the first to protest 
against the Russian grab of Manchuria 
and will continue to act independently 
of other nations, says a Washington 
special to the New York World. 


But it will have the active support of 


Japan and tbe passive support of Eng- 
land, those countries echoing the pro- 
tests from Washington. 


There it will end. The protests will 


accomplish nothing, for it became evi- 
dent the other day from conferences 
at the stat$ department and cabled ad- 
vices that Germany and France at 
least are secretly in league with Russia 
and that tbe dismemberment of the 
great Chinese empire has at last be- 
gun. 
Russia is simply making the first 


grab. 


After the little fuss over Russia's 


seizing of Manchuria has blown over 
Germany will assert sovereignty over 
the rich province of Shangtung, in 
which she now holds Kiaochou bay 
and the country immediately around it. 
The kaiser probably will not even be 
content with all of Shangtung, but will 
reach farther into the interior. 


Then Prance will move the border 


line of French Indo-China north and 
east, taking in the provinces of Kwang- 
tung and Kwangsi. By that time it is 
expected that England will fall into 
line and transform her present "sphere 
of influence" in the Yangtsekiang val- 
ley into a colonial government. 


The czar and the kaiser will back 


France up in carrying out her grab, 
^and France and Russia will give Ger- 
many their moral support when her 
turn conies. 
In that way they will 


prevent the possibility of war. Then 
they will agree on a friendly division 
of what little is left of China. 


Russia is expected to reach down and 


annex Pcchili to Manchuria, while Ger- 
many and France take additional ter- 
ritory adjoining their grabs. 


While all this is going on Japan will 


rage, and the United States, with all 
the diplomacy it can command, will ex- 
ert itself to save what it can for Amer- 
ican commerce. There will be no war 
unless Japan should be foolish enough 
to start one alone, for she would not 
have the support of the United States 
or England. And if there is war it will 
be of short duration. 
"After hearing from President Roose- 
IPBlt Secretary "Hay cabled a note to 
China through Minister Conger at Pe- 
king protesting against Russia or any 
other country acquiring a foot of Chi- 
nese territory and warning China of 
what the consequences will be if she 
permits the alienating of any part of 
the empire. 


The president left the mnttpr entirely 


in Mr. Hay's hands. Copies of the note 
were sent to all the powers that signed 
the Peking treaty. Japan and England 
arc expected to forward notes substan- 
tially copies of it to China. The oth'er 
powers are expected to do nothing. 


Mr. Hay sent a copy of the note to 


Ambassador Tower, at St. Petersburg, 
who will present It to the Russian for- 
eign ministry, and in that way the 
czar will be reminded of his broken 
promises. 
Russia will send another 


of the disclaimers she has always 
ready, and China will answer in sub- 
stance that she Is powerless. Then 
will come more notes and protests, but 
the programme will go on. 


Mr. Hay may succeed in keeping one 


port in Manchuria and some ports in 
other provinces open to American trade 
for awhile; but discriminations will 
soon begin nqd gradually Increase, and 
In the end, American goods will be 
forced out. 


Courtt Casein!, the Russian ambassa- 


dor, has sent the-expected friendly note 
to Mr. Hay. 'He «aid he had no offi- 
cial information from his government, 
but assured Mr, Hay that in whatever 
is done In Mancburja the interests of 
the United States'will be protected. 


Mr. Hay only smiled.

AniiiKln* Sample* of Hid 


With It—Storlea Told of tbe 
•tro'M Bald Head—How He Plrnt Met 
Pattl, and HU liupreaitlon of Her 
Vocal Power. 
The veteran operatic conductor Lulgl 


Arditi, who died the other day at his 
home In England, was as familiar a 
figure In New York In his day as con 
due-tor of Colonel Mapleson's and other 
operatic ventures as he was In London, 
and numberless are tbe stories that 
are tokl of him, says the New York 
Times. Many of them he has told him- 
gelf, In his entertaining volume of 
"Reminiscences," published by Dodd, 
Mead & Co. in 1800. 


In this volume be relates how It hap- 


pened that that bald head of his, 
known to more than one generation of 
opera goers, was not covered by a wig. 
It was uH owing to the great contralto 
singer Albonl. She had a superstition 
against a wig, uud when In New York 
In 1850 he attempted to cover his shin- 
ing pate she clutched It off his head 
one day In tbe singers' waiting room 
and threw it to the other end of the 
apartment Arditi afterward wore the 
wig furtively at home, and it was the 
first object which met his wife's eyes 
when she unpacked the portmanteau 
which he hud taken on his honeymoon. 


Colonel Mapleson in his gossipy 


"Memoirs" tells another amusing story 
about Ardlti's sparse hair. In the Lon- 
don season of 1859 at Drury Laue the 
Colonel had engaged two conductors, 
Arditi and Mr. (afterward Sir) Julius 
Benedict 
Both, as he Informs us, 


were excelleut but neither wished to 
be mistaken for the other. lie con- 
tinues: 


"Both, moreover, were bald, and I re- 


member on one occasion when a grand 
combined performance was to take 
place Benedict going into the prima 
donna's dressing room, taking up a 
brush and carefully arranging bis 
scanty hair so as to cover as much as 
possible of his denuded cranium. 


" 'What are you about, Benedict? I 


asked. 
" 'Nothing particular,' he replied; 'on- 


ly I dou't want while wielding the 
baton to be mistaken for Arditi.' 


"Soon afterward Arditi appeared and 


with a couple of brushes began oper- 
ali.ig on his hair so as to leave as 
much as possible of his bare skull ex- 
posed to view, lie explained the mat- 
ter by exclaiming: 


" 'I don't want to be mistaken for 


Benedict.'" 


But it is only fair to 8ny that in later 


yours Arditi himself energetic-ally de- 
nied the truth of this anecdote. 


At one time, according to the mne- 


stro's own veracious chronicle, he went 
to a bank In Now York to cash a check, 
but the cashier declared that he must 
be identified, as he did not know him. 
"Have you ever been to the opera?" 
asked Arditi. 
The reply was in the 


affirmative. "Then," retorted the con- 
ductor, turning around, taking off his 
hat and showing the back of his bald 
head, "look at that!" He got his inon-. 
ey :it once. 


Arditi never really learned to master 


the English lancxiape—his "Rcminla 
fences" were edited by the Baroness 
von XocllitT:—and there are many stories 
told of his struggles Avith it. "For ox- 
nniple," wrote one historian in the Lon- 
don Dally News some years since, "Sl- 
gnorArdftt's method of imparting to his 
orchestra the fact that his silence is 
more terrible than his hasty speech: 
'When I tell 1 mean ncxlmgs. 
But 


when 1 not toll. A-a-a-ah!' 
Again, 


when called upon to respond to tl\e 
toast of his health, his assertion, 'Only 
one time, this time, worse than con- 
ducting two operas,' implied that It 
would be his own fault if he was ever 
again placed 'n a similar predicament. 


"His champion effort was, however, 


his impromptu speech some years since 
at the promenade concerts, when Mile, 
de Lido had been detained by a railway 
breakdown, and having uo time to put 
on evening attire she sat for a moment 
in a private box while the conductor 
bogged the indulgence of the audience, 
who naturally would have been aston- 
ished to see her in traveling costume. 
Signer Arditi boldly took the plunge: 


" 'Ladies and gentlemen,' he said, 


'Mile, de Lido is undressed in a box. 
But she will alnj? if you weesh.' " 


Arditi first met Adelina Pattl, with 


whom so much of his career was ulti- 
mately bound up. Iu New York. Her 
airs and manners then already showed 
the conductor plainly, as he says, that 
she was destined to become a ruler of 
men. 
Mnic. Salvador Patti, Adelina's 


mother, was anxious that Arditi hear 
the child sing, and so she brought her 
little daughter to his rooms one day 
when Bottesinl, the great double bn*s 
player, was present. Thus he describes 
•what followed: 


"How am I to give an adequate de- 


scription of the effect which that 
child's miraculous notes produced upon 
our enchanted senses? Perhaps if I 
say that both lk>ttoslni nnd I wept 
genuine tears of emotion, tenrs which 
wore the outcome of the original nnd 
never to bo forgotten Impression her 
voice nmrte when It llrst ntlrred our In- 
nermoHt fooling*, that may In tome 
measure convince my readers of the 
extraordinary vocnl power nnd b«".uty 
of which little Adollnit wan at that ten- 
der nfe ,pt«»*fliK><!.

WEAK IN THE ALPHABET

"Why Is it that v/lth some men some 


letters of the alphabet are harder to 
make than others and. in fact, that 
there are some letters that some men 
never learned how to make?" asked a 
young niaii who takes considerable In- 
terest iu the matter of handwriting in 
tb* New Orleans Times-Democrat.

It Is rather sin- 
gular that these traits should hang on 
to a man's writing for a lifetime, but 
they do It Just tbe same, and if you 
make a few Inquiries among your 
friends and acquaintances you will find 
that but few of them are exempt from 
this fault 


"It Is very much like the habit of 


spelling certain 
words 
Incorrectly. 


Many men who are rated as first class 
spellers pass through life without ever 
in a single instance spelling certain 
words correctly. 
It Is due to habit 


largely. If you should ask them bow 
to spell the word, they would tell you. 
but, 
when they go to write it, that is

of adjoining lands, and the interest on 
bonds, if they be issued, shall be as- 
sessed per foot upon all thfe lots and lands 
abutting on said alley improvement, and 
each lot or parcel of land 
shall 
be 
deemed to have that number of front 
feet which- actually abuts upon said im- 
provement without regard to whether 
such frontage is or is not the real fron- 
tage of said lot or parcel of land on said 
improvement, according to the laws and 
ordinances on the subject of assessments 
the assessments therefore to foe paid in 
fifteen (16> annual Installments If de- 
ferred and the same collected as provided 
by law and in the assessing ordinance 
hereafter to be passed. 
Section 3. Bonds shall be issued In an- 
ticipation of the collection of the assess- 
ments, unless the property owners pay 
their assessments before the same are Ja- 
eued and within the time prescribed In 
said assessing ordinance.

"newest" thing in Paris, says the Chi- 
cago Tribune. 
It 
has* supplanted 


"Piitgue pougue" and bridge whist in 
the'fickle Ville Luuiiere. If the "new- 
est thing" be not uncovered in Paris, 
it soon is carried there. For that rea- 
son It is not surprising that Parisians 
have been taken with the miniature 
automobile races. Gambling with mo- 
tor cnrs has become a fad. 


As will' be seen from the description 


ot the game, it offers many of the 
•pleasures and none of the dangers of 
the actual automobiling. There are the 
attractions of a dangerous road sprin- 
kled with cattle and pedestrians and 
policemen in miniature, and the opera- 
tor must guide his machine past them 
without overturning them. 


There is a pool from which tlie win- 


ner; takes his profits and in which the 
losers pay for their fun. It is played 
6n a pingpong board or on a billiard 
table, but experts are at work to make 
a special course for it, and in a few 
weeks' time the motor car game will 
be played doubtless on a table of its 
own. 


The motor car game is, so far as the 


main principle of it goes, simplicity 
itself. but it entails considerable skill 
to be well played and co^ts more than 
a trifle to be learned. Upon the course, 
which is divided into three, is at one 
end a little automatic starting post and 
at the other a winning gate, with 
judges' stand complete- 


Behind the starting post are nine 


tiny electric motor cars beautifully 
made, complete with India rubber tires 
and steeling gear and even so far per- 
fect that their course can be changed 
at the will of the driver. Each motor 
car has a different color and a number, 
and at the word "Go!" they all start si- 
multaneously for a race up the board, 
back ,'igiiin and once more down to the 
•\vimiing post. So far this is simplicity 
itself, but there are many complica- 
tions in the game. 


To begin with, a pool is made to 


which the four outside motor cars, the 
two to the right and the two to the 
left, contribute 23 per cent more than 
do the five on the inside. This because 
it is much more difficult to steer them, 
and the turning is considerably more 
complicated. Then all over the course 
are dotted hens, XJ°88' peasants, can- 
niveaux (wooden imitations of those 
dreaded 
bricked drainage 
gutters 


which are so disastrous along many 
of the French roads) and various other 
obstructions known to automobilists. 


The three divisions of the course are 


numbered, and a breakdown in any 
one of them costs the car a sum in in 
verse ratio to its distance from the 
winning post. Thus a panne in the 
ninth division—that is, division No. 1, 
reached for the third time—will cost 
the car a louls only, while a panne in 
the same place on the first Journey 
down the board will cost it 9 louls. 
Every fowl upset costs a franc If there 
is a man or woman near; if not, it 
costs nothing. The same thing applies
